Without Salary

Do you know her potentialities for serving and assisting you? 


SHE Is yours, gratis! Your city, 
county, or state says so. You will 
not be able to monopolize her ser- 
vices a full forty-hour week, but 
when you really need her, she will 
be there—ready and eager to help. 

Ask for her assistance as often 
as necessary. But please do not 
abuse the privilege. She has 
many other responsibilities besides 
checking information for you. 
Even if she is exclusively a refer- 
ence librarian, she has hundreds of 
other people to serve. So do not 
expect her to spend hours working 
on simple projects that your secre- 
tary could manage with data in 
your office. 

Here is a tip. A librarian con- 
siders herself a professional wo- 
man. Whether you agree with her 
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or not, it will pay you to treat her 
as one. She will resent being a 
silent partner in puzzle solving. 
She will also react unhappily to the 
role of bet settler. But when it 
comes to queries indirectly touch- 
ing your professional life, she will 
be pleased and proud to cooperate. 
So long as you make her feel that 
she is being genuinely useful and 
performing a highly specialized 
service, she will work to the point 
of exhaustion to help you. 
Sometimes her service will take 
highly unexpected forms, and go 
far beyond the normal routine li- 
brary assistance. Not long ago a 
librarian heard a young dentist 
complain about the filing system 
set up by his modestly paid teen- 
age secretary. It was unwieldy, not 
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accurate, and omitted cross filing. 
In not much more than half an 
hour the librarian came up with a 
scheme which avoided all three 
difficu'ties. It was simple, inex- 
pensive, and delighted both the 
dentist and his secretary. 

Nothing so remarkable about 
that! For years that librarian had 
been using a system of filing, which 
is one of the most complicated, yet 
most practical possible. Many 
times a month she had been called 
upon to adapt parts of the gener- 
alized system to the needs of her 
particular readers. 


Dewey’s Classification 
Did you ever hear of a young 
efficiency expert called Melville 
Dewey? Along about the middle 
of the last century he began to de- 
velop a device for classifying and 
cataloging information found in 
books. Originally his system was 
intended merely to make data hid- 
den on library shelves easily avail- 
able to the man on the street. His 
idea was such a good one that 
many businesses have adopted and 
adapted Dewey to their own ad- 
ministrative programs. 

Even the filing cabinet is the 
child of the library reference de- 
partment. Originally it was called 
a “vertical file’ and was invented 
so that reference librarians could 
use pamphlets to good advantage 
in serving questioners. 

So it is not surprising that she 
can easily locate all sorts of data 
at a moment’s notice. She may not

have all the professional treatises 
that were available in your dental 
school library; but you will be as- 
tonished at the vast amount of in- 
formation that is of easy access 
even in a small town library. 
The explanation is simple. They 
planned it that way. From Mel- 
ville Dewey on down to the little 
1954 filing clerk, library person- 
nel are intent on making the “min- 
ing” of all information in every 
book easy. 

Maybe you would like to comb 
the library for information on your 
own. Well, that is easy too. You 
see, the simplest book of nonfiction 
has an author, title, and at least 
one subject card. In addition, there 
are likely to be “analytics” (cards 
which call attention to topics not 
spotlighted in the routine cards). 
Then there is something called 
“cross reference.” Those items 
are added so that, if you check 
“Roentgenology,” you will not miss 
the books listed as “Radiology.” 
All cards are filed in alphabetic 
order in something called the 
“Card catalog cabinet.” You will 
find it easy to use. If anything 
confuses you, the librarian will be 
glad to explain. 

That is only part of the picture. 
Any competent librarian knows 
her community well enough to 
have a pretty good idea as to who 
among local citizens might have 
material which she herself cannot 
provide. In the larger centers there 
is probably something called a 
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Union Catalog to do that job for wx yw * k& k& * 


her. 

If information cannot be ob- 
tained locally, she will be glad to 
execute what she will call an “in- 
ter-library loan” for you. In this 
case you may be expected to pay 
postage both ways; and in the 
event of rare books, insurance as 
well. So be sure you understand 
one another before you encourage 
her to go all out on non-hometown 
borrowing. : 

Do you want the exact address, 
precise spelling of surname, or 
initials of some dentist in another 
state? Would you learn the same 
data about the current secretary 
of the learned society concerning 
which you want to know more? 
Are you interested in the educa- 
tional background, affiliations, and 
experience of a potential asso- 
ciate? Would you like informa- 
tion about dental facilities avail- 
able in a distant city? Are you 
considering moving? Wish to 
check on hospital and dental pos- 
sibilities there? Want to know 
something about the cultural and 
educational advantages available 
to your family? Ask your librar- 
ian.

Do you need exact information 
about the latest books in your 
field? Would you like to check on 
titles concerning your specialty 
from the Twenties to date? Ask 
your librarian. She will show you 
CUMULATIVE Book INpbEx.

Is your professional dictionary 
getting out of date? Do you know 
how many editions have been is- 
sued since you bought one? Are 
you sure you would not like to 
change authors this time? Maybe 
a rival publication has more and 
better information. Ask for Con- 
stance Winchell’s GuIDE TO REF- 
ERENCE Books. With a little initial 
help from your librarian on how 
to use it, you will quickly find a 
thorough and comprehensive ap- 
praisal of available dictionaries. 

Would you like to suggest a sim- 
ple, layman-angled book on proper 
home care of the teeth to one of 
your patients? Check with your 
librarian. She will probably have 
one. She will be delighted to have 
you look it over and evaluate it 
for yourself. She will likely wel- 
come your critical opinion on her 
selection. Probably she would ap- 
preciate very much the privilege of 
using you as a professional con- 
sultant in the selection of new 
books in your field. 
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Has some super-salesman strong- 
armed you into almost signing for 
a set of general reference books 
which he insists is among the best? 
Resist that impulse to sign on the 
dotted line until you have talked to 
your librarian. She is supplied 
with the studied opinions of a 
board of experts who have browsed 
in publications and measured them 
by a set of thoughtfully established 
standards. The result is a sort of 
“Consumer Research” for the book 
buyer. It is called Swbscription 
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From it you can learn the ifs, ands, 
and buts of comparative worth of 
an encyclopedia. That holds good 
whether it is of long established 
use or is just being launched on a 
small scale. 

These are only a few of the many 
ways in which your librarian can 
be of close and direct help in your 
profession. She will not have all 
the answers. But she will certainly 
try to supply them. The frequency 
with which she will succeed will 
amaze you. Remember, she is as

ance and fallen heavily, upsetting 
the glass, and the precious solu- 
tion had drained away. 

A somewhat tumultuous scene 
ensued.

THE LIFE stream of a dentist’s 
practice consists of the patients he 
has. The successful dentist is con- 
sidered the one who has a busy 
ofice. The failure is the one who 
has an empty office. The goal of 
every dentist is to build and hold 
a successful practice. There is an 
old saying that it is tough to be- 
come successful and much tougher 
to remain at the top. 

The professional man, lawyer or 
accountant, calls the person to 
whom he sells his service a client; 
the businessman calls that person 
either a customer or an “account”; 
and the dentist calls the person a 
patient. Essentially all three are 
the same, though as semantics has 
shown, one may be better sounding 
to the ear and considered on a 
“higher level” than the others. 
Anyone who has to sell a service or 
a product would like to have the

same people continue taking that 
service or product. The word 
“turnover” might not sound so 
displeasing to the ear, but it can 
be disastrous to the pocketbook. 
The hotel owner is worried because 
30 per cent of the guests he had 
last year did not return; the local 
grocer is puzzled because he has 
lost 40 per cent of the customers 
he had three months ago; and the 
dentist is trying to figure out why 
25 per cent of the patients he 
treated last year did not return. 
Suppose we stick to that key- 
word: “turnover.” It must be un- 
derstood in terms of a specific bus- 
iness or profession. The fellow who 
sells ice cream on the highway may 
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have a turnover every day of 
about 96 per cent. In the consider- 
ation of the nature or the location 
of his business, that is to be ex- 
pected. In and of itself that par- 
ticuiar turnover has no meaning 
because it was to be anticipated. 
Move that fellow into a local store 
and let him sell the same product 
with the same turnover, and you 
know the result. 

The dentist offers his services 
at a given locale and expects the 
patients he treats to come to him. 
He is not in the position of a 
mail-order house that can move 
any place and yet keep the same 
customers to whom it sells. A 
dentist changing his locale from 
one state to another, or even in 
the same state, may have to start 
his practice all over. In the same 
city he may or may not keep a 
high percentage of his patients. 


Causes of Turnover 

Patients move both within a 
given community and also away 
from it. Here you have a normal 
cause of the dental turnover. Walk- 
ing with my wife in the street be- 
hind two women this is what we 
overheard: “Of course he is a 
good dentist. But since I moved 
it takes me two and a quarter 
hours to get to his office. I have 
no car. And there are many good 
dentists in my neighborhood. I 
will try one of them. Mrs. Pearson 
was well satisfied with the dentist 
who has an office in her house.” 
Some patients will make a long 
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trip to visit a good dentist whom 
they like. I made a trip of many 
hours via subway, ferry, and bus, 
to one excellent man for a period 
of years. When the personal re- 
lationship has been built up to a 
high degree, a dentist may be able 
to keep a large percentage of those 
patients who have moved to some 
outlying part of the city. It may 
be that, after analyzing the situa- 
tion, he may wish to arrange con- 
venient hours for these patients. 

A number of years ago a den- 
tist showed me a thick stack of 
unpaid bills. He was an efficient 
man and had a good personality. 
“What galls me,” he said, “is that 
these people have gone to other 
dentists. And paid them, but not 
me! What is wrong?” 


Key to Financial Ruin 

Here you have a key point upon 
which a dental practice can almost 
be ruined. For human nature is an 
understandable though often a 
peculiar thing. Credit managers 
will tell you that when a person has 
an item for which he has not paid, 
and time elapses, that person hates 
to part with the cold cash. The 
mind makes up a million or so ex- 
cuses why the money should not be 
paid. And the longer the time— 
the harder to get any of that cash. 
In the case of this dentist, there 
was not the slightest doubt that 
many of his ex-patients had con- 
vinced themselves his service was 
unsatisfactory in one way or an- 
other. He then changed his entire 
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setup with regard to credit—no 
more paying when the treatments 
were finished. Either you paid in 
installments based upon each visit 
and the amount of service given, 
or you had your note discounted 
and the dentist was paid at once. 
The patient then continued paying 
and knew he or she had to pay. 
The dentist was then out of the 
picture. However, this dentist did 
go into a sound discussion with 
each potential patient whenever 
the bill would be large compared 
to financial ability to meet the pay- 
ments. This shift reduced the loss 
of patients from this cause to the 
almost theoretical zero. 

Some time ago I went on a fish- 
ing trip with a friend of mine. He 
knows I write dental articles. So 
he voiced a complaint. “I changed 
my dentist. Had a silver filling in 
one of my upper teeth made by 
him six years ago. Decay set in 
around it. It should not have hap- 
pened.” 

“Why shouldn’t it have hap- 
pened?” I challenged him. The 
more we talked, the more my 
friend realized it could have hap- 
pened and without any fault what- 
soever on the part of the den- 
tist concerned. But multiply my 
friend’s case and you have another 
reason why dentists lose patients. 
Somehow there. are people who 
like to think that dental restora- 
tions should last a lifetime. There 
are some dentists who will go into 
detail about the care and attention 
needed for a specific kind of res- 
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toration and how long it will last. 
Others will avoid a discussion 
about the lasting of a given restor- 
ation, feeling it is not psycholog- 
ically sound to implant such an 
idea in the patient’s mind. Weigh- 
ing carefully the pros and cons of 
the situation, it would seem much 
better for a sounder dentist-patient 
relationship to discuss this matter 
fully as one dentist did: “The type 
of restoration you desire does have 
much to justify it from the aspect 
of appearance, but I would have to 
say it might not last longer than 
three to five years. If you are 
willing to take this into considera- 
tion, then I can recommend it in 
view of what you have said to me 
about the necessity for having the 
tooth restored in that way.” 

The patient in this case hap- 
pened to be a receptionist. Here 
you can see that if both are still 
around and anything does happen 
to that restoration, she will visit 
the same dentist and be satisfied 
with his services. 


Maintain a Spotless Office 

Hygienic carelessness on the 
part of a dentist may also be a 
cause of the loss of patients. The 
little spot on the left shoulder of 
the white jacket may seem mean- 
ingless to the dentist himself. But 
how does it loom up in the mind of 
the patient who is sitting in the 
chair for half an hour? Eyes con- 
centrated on that spot make it get 
larger and more important every 
second. Those eyes also roam 
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around the office. Dust on the win- 
dow sill? Why? That half hour is 
a long time and the mind does a 
lot of thinking. That paper-cup 
was in the metal holder. Did the 
previous patient use it? Why 
didn’t the dentist put a fresh cup 
in the holder? The dentist’s wife 
just brought in some towels and 
put them in his cabinet. Does she 
wash the towels? Or maybe she 
folds the old ones again? Those 
instruments of his were right on 
the table. Did he sterilize them? 
That dentist is so close to me I 
smell his breath. Wonder if he is 
ill. And he needs a shave. He has 
a blackhead on the left side of his 
nose. Those fingernails of his are 
dirty. 

Whether or not the patient is 
justified is not the point under con- 
sideration. The important thing 
is that, from the patient’s point of 
view, certain things may be inter- 
preted as meaning hygienic care- 
lessness, even though from the 
scientific aspect the dentist is do- 
ing that which is sound and proper. 
You are dealing with a human 
mind that is the average mind. In 
order that the patient sees the pro- 
cedure, it may become necessary 
to go through what looks like time- 
consuming rituals, such as the care- 
ful washing of hands, the over- 
working of the sterilizer, or even 
changing into a fresh coat. 

The unauthorized practice of 
dentistry may also be a factor in 
keeping patients away from a den- 
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tist. Mrs. X tells Mrs. Y the “good 


news”: “So that is what you paid 
for those dentures! Serves you 
right for going to a dentist. After 
all, he doesn’t make them himself. 
Sends out your impression to a 
mechanic. Now my nephew knows 
a mechanic who makes dentures 
for the leading dentists in this city. 
Come up with me next week. You 
will be surprised to learn how your 
dentist is cheating you!” 

It means vigilance on the part of 
the dentist and his local dental 
group to fight this unauthorized 
practice of dentistry. And more 
attention must be given to those 
advertisements that appear in cer- 
tain publications which show you 
how to handle a toothache by your- 
self and how to get “plates at a 
fraction of what your dentist 
charges you.” 

A patient feels he is giving you 
“business,” especially when he 
recommends members of his im- 
mediate family as well as friends. 
Hence he in turn feels he can go to 
you for a charity drive and get 
your contribution, and the “little 
kid” can ring your bell for a sub- 
scription or raffle ticket. I know 
exactly how you feel about this. 
Yet the most sensible thing to do is 
take the attitude that this is part of 
the necessary expense of function- 
ing as a dentist. Otherwise you 
may lose the entire Jones family. 
And what is said behind your back 
may cause a large group of for-

The dentist’s greatest obstacle to understanding and appreciat- 


ing his patients is his secret need to see them in the light of his 


subconscious fears and prejudices. 


HAVE YOU ever received a gift for 
which you had no possible use, 
only to learn that the donor had 
given it to you because the par- 
ticular object selected was a per- 
sonal favorite of his? What has 
happened here to make a generous 
gesture go wrong? It would seem 
in this case that the selector of the 
gift had projected his own feelings 
and tastes without stopping to give 
heed to the preferences of the re- 
cipient. This is a common situa- 
tion, and one which might bear 
examining in the light of dentist- 
patient relationships, in which un- 
derstanding of the delicate bal- 
ances involved in human relations 
can mean the difference between 
tension and relaxation, discordance 
and harmony. Let us then, for the 
moment, examine the degree to 
which we project our own feelings 
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and reactions to others; in this 
case, the patient. As Karen Hor- 
ney! puts it: “The process of pro- 
jection is not essentially different 
from the tendency to assume 
naively that others feel or react in 
the same manner as we ourselves 
do.” 

A normal amount of projection 
is a component of sympathetic hu- 
man relationships. Frequently the 
physician or dentist who is him- 
self no stranger to pain and suffer- 
ing can instinctively feel the kin- 
ship with his patients that his more 
fortunate colleagues must strain to 
experience. Doctor Max Pinner* 
expresses it thus: “The physician 


who has had no intimate experience

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with disease is likely to underrate 
greatly the patient’s overwhelming 
interest in symptoms, falsely as- 
suming that the patient always 
shares with him his dominating 
interest in diagnosis.” 

However, as in all things, mod- 
eration, here too, must be the key- 
note. There are many variants of 
reactions, and to ascribe our own 
feelings to all with whom we come 
in contact can be as perilous as an 
anesthesia of feelings with regard 
to others. Lawrence Gould? points 
out: “ 
to understanding people is that 
your ability to see them as they are 
is clouded by your secret need to 
see them in the light of your un- 
conscious fears or prejudices.” 


Project Yourself With Moderation 

An oft-spoken anecdote, which 
to my mind cannot be too well 
remembered by anyone who deals 
with people, concerns the prover- 
bial borrower of his neighbor’s 
lawn mower. While walking to- 
ward his neighbor’s house, the 
worried borrower reviews in his 
mind all of the possible unpleasant 
reactions that his request may in- 
cite, so that by the time he reaches 
his neighbor’s door he has come to 
such a point of defensiveness that 
when the neighbor answers his 
doorbell, he is greeted by a defiant 
“ ... well, I didn’t need your old 
lawn mower anyway!” An exag- 
geration, no doubt, as most para-

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bles usually are; however, cannot 
most of us recall similar behavior 
on our part? Perhaps our pro- 
verbial borrower was loathe to 
part with anything of his own, and 
so was projecting his own penur. 
iousness to his neighbor. How then 
can this apply to the dentist in his 
daily association with patients? 
Well, for example, let us suppose 
that finances are somewhat tight 
for you at some particular time— 
a time when, coincidentally, you 
are about to present a contract to 
a patient, where, justifiably, the 
fee is of some magnitude. A finan- 
cial commitment which you at the 
moment might find most difficult 
to undertake, but which the patient 
might well absorb. If your pro- 
jection mechanism were to go be- 
yond normal boundaries, you 
might be over apologetic about the 
fee in question, thus introducing a 
doubt in the patient’s mind as to 
its justification. 


Threshold of Pain 

Or perhaps as a patient you 
might have a particularly low pain 
threshold; if you were to act 
purely on the basis of your own 
experience, without eliciting a his- 
tory of your patient’s reactions, 
you might find yourself overdoing 
the administration of anesthesia 
in operations that might cause the 
particular patient little or no dis- 
turbance. And, of course, the re- 
verse applies equally! 

Then again, let us assume that 
an individual dentist has a strong 
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aversion to the sight of gold orally, 
even in posterior teeth. (Perhaps 
he had a greatly disliked teacher in 
the third grade who flashed gold 
bullion whenever she _ smiled.) 
Would it then be fair to resort to 
the use of acrylic or porcelain res- 
torations in cases where gold 
might serve better, even when the 
patient involved did not share the 
revulsion ? 

One could illustrate without 
limits, as almost every human in- 
terchange calls forth emotions, 
whether conscious or otherwise. 
What we are trying to say here is 
that, while projection of our own 
feelings and identification with our 
fellow man is a part of human re- 
lationships, when carried to ex- 
tremes, and to the exclusion of 
eliciting a history that includes 
past reactions of the individual 
patient concerned, we can cause 
much unnecessary misunderstand- 
ing, and confound these relation- 
ships to a point where the air can 
be cleared only by a parting of the 
ways—an unfortunate, and often 
preventable occurrence. 

In conclusion, one might at- 
tempt a summation with the re- 
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minder that the time-honored in- 
junction to “know thyself” is an 
invaluable one. Through self-un- 
derstanding and recognition of 
one’s own areas of emotional weak- 
ness, and the avoidance of project- 
ing these to one’s fellows, a nota- 
ble start toward happier human 
relations can be made. The famil- 
iar “Stop! Look! and Listen!” will 
prove a strong triumvirate in his- 
tory taking, without which we can 
hardly expect to get to know our 
patients. Stop—to consider what 
your patient has to say before 
attempting to evaluate him. Look 
—facial expression, bodily move- 
ments, and general appearance will 
furnish many a clue to a person’s 
makeup. Listen—with the mind 
and heart as well as with the ears. 
The enrichment of your under- 
standing, and the appreciation of 
your patients may be difficult to 
calculate objectively at first, but 
we may say with a fair degree of 
certainty that herein lies the 
groundwork for rewarding patient 
relationships.

AFTER AN intensive two-month 
search throughout the Middle West 
for a “typical” American couple 
who had never before acted pro- 
fessionally, and who had not trav- 
eled outside the United States, Doc- 
tor John Marsh, a dentist, and his 
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wife Betty of Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, were selected.' They were 
featured in the European sequences 
of Louis de Rochemont’s adventure 
drama, CINERAMA Ho.ipay, which

is to be released soon for viewing 
in thirteen Cinerama ‘Theaters 
across the United States. 

The story deals with a young 
couple and what happens to them 
on their first trip to Europe. A 
master of “real life drama” tech- 
nique, de Rochemont insisted on 
having actual people portray his 
two leading characters rather 
than made-to-order “professional 
types.” Fred and Beatrice Troller, 
of Zurich, Switzerland, were se- 
lected to play the lead in a similar 
American episode. 

John and Betty Marsh are now 
in their early twenties, and have 
been married for three years. Nei- 
ther John nor Betty had traveled 
extensively nor seen Cinerama. 
Betty’s first trip out of Kansas City 
came shortly after their marriage 
when they went to New Mexico so 
John could take the State Board 
dental examination. 

Betty, the 23-year-old “artistic” 
member of the family, is respon- 
sible for their present good for- 
tune. She was attending Doctor 
John Douty’s night school drama 
class at the University of Kansas 
City when James Petrie, talent 
scout for the de Rochemont or- 
ganization, appeared looking for 
promising candidates for the two 
key roles in the new Cinerama 
production. He interviewed almost 
3900 couples in cities throughout 


the Middle West, making known 
his reyuirements for an attractive 
couple in their early twenties, to 
University Classes, community lit- 
tle theater groups, radio stations, 
and model agencies. “It had taken 
me several years to get up nerve 
enough to join the drama group, 
and | didn’t think I wanted to talk 
to any talent scout,” Betty ex- 
plained. “But Mr. Petrie was in- 
terviewing couples right after class, 
so I telephoned John and he came 
out to the University—very grudg- 
ingly.” 

Twenty-five couples were inter- 
viewed in Kansas City and five 
were chosen to take screen tests. 
The Marshes were the last of the 
five to be tested and almost did not 
make it. John was late in leaving 
his father’s dental office in out- 
lying Overland Park. “Our home 
telephone was out of order, so they 
couldn’t reach us,” Betty said. 
“Finally John’s father and mother 
drove in from Overland Park and 
told us they were trying to locate 
us for screen tests. | was just 
washing my hair and had to go 
over to the studio with it still quite 
wet and straight.” Results of the 
tests were immediately flown to 
New York, where producer de 
Rochemont selected John and Betty 
as the couple ideally suited to the 
proposed film. 
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After ten days of frantic prep- 
arations (they had to select their 
own wardrobes in order to appear 
typically Midwestern), John and 
Betty flew directly to New York’s 
Idlewild Airport. They were picked 
up by a Swissaire plane, which 
took them to Zurich and then to 
Paris, where de Rochemont shot 
the first of the European sequen- 
ces. After five months in France 
and Switzerland, with side trips 
to Italy and England, they re- 
turned to finish shooting in the 
United States. 

Paris invited the Marshes and 
Cinerama into the Louvre Museum 
for a closeup of the priceless Mona 
Lisa by Leonardo da Vinci. Mu- 
seum officials carefully clocked the 
time their four-century-old paint- 
ing would be exposed to the harsh 
Cinerama lights, yet shooting was 
not interrupted. To illuminate the 
vast interior of Notre Dame for one 
sequence, lights had to be flown in 
from all over the continent. The 
clergy of Notre Dame, where a 
Mass was filmed, contributed 
greatly with their suggestions on 
the special lighting that drew from 
the vast shadows of the cathedral 
details and beauties never before 
seen closely. Jacques Fath, the 
foremost Parisian couturier, pre- 
pared for Cinerama’s visit to his 
establishment by redecorating his 
entire apartment for the occasion. 

Along the way plenty of prob- 
lems were encountered. A Commu- 
nist demonstration almost halted 
shooting of the Artists’ Ball in 
Paris. But the greatest technical 
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difficulty of all was the curiosity of 
the Parisians themselves. Finally, 
in desperation, de Rochemont con- 
cealed the camera and operator in 
an enormous black crate marked 
Fragile, mounted it on a large 
truck, and was able this way to 
make some of his key scenes with- 
out attracting crowds of inquisitive 
bystanders. 


En Route to St. Moritz 

John and Betty Marsh narrowly 
missed serious injury when they 
jumped from a moving train be- 
tween Paris and St. Moritz. They 
were in the dining car having 
breakfast when the train was 
broken into two sections at the 
Swiss border. A few moments 
later, when they learned that the 
section in which they were riding 
was headed for Vienna, instead of 
St. Moritz, the Marshes decided to 
jump off the slowly moving coach. 
They suffered minor contusions on 
hands and knees when they landed 
on a rocky roadbed, but their in- 
juries were not serious enough to 
require hospitalization, and pro- 
duction of the St. Moritz sequences 
was not delayed. 

In Switzerland the camera was 
lashed to a two-man bobsled and 
made the breathtaking run in time 
that broke the official record in the 
St. Moritz Grand Prix. But on 
skiis, Cinerama ran into trouble. 
The sled on which the camera was 
mounted broke loose from its 
moorings, plunged down the slope, 
narrowly missing a dozen skiiers, 
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and finally came to rest after a 
spectacular double somersault. The 
camera was not damaged but de 
Rochemont’s son suffered a broken 
leg. 

While the Marshes were explor- 
ing Europe, Fred and Beatrice 
Troller, were discovering the 
United States. From Arizona 
where they took part in an Apache 
tribal ceremony, they went on to 
Las Vegas, where they saw their 
first cable cars, and to New Or- 
leans, the home of jazz. They 
traveled by plane, car, motorbike, 
vistadome railway car, and they 
learned more about the United 
States in a few months than most 
Americans learn in a lifetime. 

Then the Marshes and Trollers 
met on Broadway, where the last 
sequence of CINERAMA HOLIDAY 
was made. As a climax, the final 
scenes were shot in the Cinerama 
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Theatre in New York, where the 
young couples experienced the 
most exciting adventure of all as 
they watched the Blue Angels, the 
famous group of Navy Jet aces, 
defy death and gravity. 

In addition to having their ex- 
penses paid, the Marshes received 
a salary. Before leaving for Europe 
they decided they would spend the 
money they received from the film 
on things for their home and pres- 
ents for their families and friends. 
Betty reports that they did all their 
Christmas shopping for 1954 in 
Europe. With the film completed 
they have returned to Kansas City, 
John to his dental practice and 
Betty to her domestic duties and 
her drama class. Whatever they 
experienced in their European 
trip will soon be happening to 
Cinerama audiences all over the 
United States. 


DENTAL FEES AND THE PRICE INDEX 


DENTAL FEES bear no positive correlation to the cost of conducting a 
dental practice nor to the rising price index. Many dentists would be 
surprised to find that the fees which they receive for their services leave 
them little after fixed overhead and laboratory costs are deducted. 

At this time when a new method of dental practice may well be on the 
way wherein the fee is paid by a third party under prepaid group, or 
insurance dental care, it is of special importance for dentists to see that 
their fees are based on a cost analysis and not on a rule of thumb basis.

Geet Your Child Patient's 


Chaare OFF His Chest 


A simple solution is offered for seating your young patients.

DENTAL operating chairs are found 
by most dentists to be inconven- 
ient for children up to six years of 
age. The usual problem is placing 
the child’s head in the headrest in 
such a position that when the 
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mouth is opened the chin is not 
resting on the chest, presenting a 
problem before the dental treat- 
ment is started. Various accessory 
devices have been employed by 
dentists, the usual being some sort 
of pillow or expensive plastic or 
metal seat. These are generally un- 
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satisfactory because, if the child is 
even distantly related to “the wig- 
gle worm,” the pillows slide or the 
extra seat does not stay in position.

use I have found no damage to the 
dental chair and have had a great 
deal of pleasure from seeing the 
child comfortably seated in a chair 
that allows me to adjust him to 
any position in which I can place 
an adult patient.

Mrs. Davis believes more 
attention should be paid to the Wood- 
side Store’s centennial birthday. 


Chicago (Illinois) New World: The 
Dean of Marquette University Dental 
School, Doctor O. M. Dresen, has been 
named honorary dental consultant to 
the Naval Dental Service. Since 1940 
Doctor Dresen has served as a prosthetic 
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consultant at the Great Lakes, Illinois, 
Naval Training Center. 


St. Paul (Minnesota) Pioneer Press: 
For several summers Doctor James J. 
Salmen has lined up the children who 
live at Lakeland—where the Salmens 
have a summer home—and given them 
swimming lessons. The Salmens live on 
a nice sandy shore which probably had 
something to do with his getting the 
children interested. Lessons were given 
on Thursday afternoons, Doctor Sal- 
men’s afternoon away from his den- 
tistry. When the weather turns cool, the 
children, ranging in age from 7 to 15, 
go through their lessons on dry land. 
They learn the stroke, kicking and 
breathing, and when they take to water, 
progress is much more rapid. 

At one time Doctor Salmen was a 
Red Cross volunteer instructor and was 
also a city life guard at Lake Phalen 
for a number of years. 


New York (New York) Times: The 
Tommy Dominic Benefit Fund Com- 
mittee, which was organized by twelve- 
year-old Anthony Brito of Newark, New 
Jersey, has received important assist- 
ance from Doctor Gene Pannullo, a 
dentist in the Ironbound Section who 
has assumed chairmanship of the com- 
mittee. Twenty other adults have joined 
him in the benefit project. 

The fund was started last summer 
when Tommy Dominic, 32, co-manager 
of the sand lot Little Baseball League 
in the Ironbound Section, became al- 
most totally blind in a mishap. He was 
preparing to use a metal lime conveyor 
to mark the foul lines on the baseball 
diamond in Independence Park for An- 
thony and his friends. A sharp wind 
blew over the cover of the conveyor, 
sending the lime into his eyes. Within 
a few weeks he had lost the sight of 
his right eye and had only partial vision 
in the left. 

Anthony organized 110 boys in the 
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League, all between ten and thirteen, to 
raise money to support Mr. Dominic and 
his family and pay for necessary opera- 
tions. The first contribution received 
was a check for $100 from the Rosary 
Society of Our Lady of Mount Carmel 
Church. On November 14, the Benefit 
Committee, directed by Doctor Pan- 
nullo, held a dinner and dance to raise 
additional funds, with Anthony and his 
fellow baseball fans selling the tickets 
after school hours. Within a few months, 
Doctor Pannullo reports that Mr. Dom- 
inic hopes to have his first operation for 
a cornea transplant. 


Newark (New Jersey) News: Doctor 
Bernard Adorjan of Jackson Heights, 
New York, who is now deaf and in his 
seventies, is still rugged and energetic, 
and is practicing dentistry. You write 
down what you want to say to him, and 
he answers you verbally and brilliantly. 

The equipment in Doctor Adorjan’s 
office is geared to his handicap. He has 
a special buzzer which the patient holds 
in his lap and uses whenever the drill- 
ing becomes too unpleasant. For a dog 
who barked when patients came into the 
reception room, he has now substituted 
a special kind of bell which vibrates in 
a way that he can recognize. He is a 
happy, hard working man at an age 
when many men have retired. 

Doctor Adorjan arrived in this coun- 
try in his teens, penniless. To satisfy a 
great ambition, he worked his way 
through college, became a teacher, and 
went to the Philippine Islands to teach 
native tribes. However, an accident that 
impaired his hearing forced him to give 
up his profession. 

“T settled on dentistry,” Doctor Ador- 
jan said, “and went back to school to 
learn it. It took a long time, but it has 
been more than worth it!” 

Doctor Adorjan has offered to cor- 
respond with anyone who has a physical 
handicap or has suffered some serious 
reverse, with the hope that he can give 
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him moral support and encouragement. 

Chicago (Illinois) North Town News: 
His love of music may have provided 
Doctor Philip Weintraub, dentist of 
3252 Victoria, with a rare find in the 
musical world—a genuine Stradivarius 
violin. While traveling in Europe with 
Mrs. Weintraub last summer, he made 
a visit to the Flea Market in Paris, spot- 
ted a fine violin, and bought it for $2.87. 
On returning to his hotel he was amazed 
to discover the name of “Antonio Stradi- 
varius’ inscribed inside with the date 
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1721. Back in New York he entrusted 
the violin to a friend, who is having it 
examined by experts to find out if it 
really is a valuable Stradivarius. 

Meanwhile Doctor Weintraub is work- 
ing on something even more exciting.

Opening Bite by Correcting 


Vertical Dimension of Acrylic Teeth

Clean the denture thor- 
oughly. Apply melted pink 
base-plate wax to the oc- 
clusal and incisal surfaces 
of the acrylic teeth. 


Insert the denture and 
have patient bite into the 
wax. Add wax until teeth 
are built up to the desired 
height. 
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When plaster has set, care- 
fully remove the denture 
and clean off all the wax 
and oil. Coat the plaster 
matrix with acrylic sep- 
arating fluid. 


Mix the proper shade of 
self-curing acrylic. Pour 
into the matrix enough 
acrylic to replace the wax 
that was added to the 
teeth. Replace the denture 
in the matrix. Allow the 
acrylic to set. Remove and 
polish the completed den- 
ture. 


Carve the occlusal and in- 
cisal surfaces to proper 
shape. Lubricate with oil 
and make a plaster matrix 
of the tooth portion of the 
denture.

PARTNERSHIP OF THE DENTIST 
AND HIS PATIENT 


SELDOM Is it necessary to execute a written contract for dental treatment. 
The presence of the patient in the dental chair is usually sufficient to 
constitute an implied contract. The best results in any dental treatment 
are had when the dentist and patient consider their relationship to be a 
kind of informal partnership in which each has duties and respon- 
sibilities. 

This point of view is expressed in a book written by two English 
dentists :' 

“We consider the whole outlook toward dental treatment should be 
that of a partnership between dentist and patient for the achievement of 
dental fitness. It follows that, if the partnership is to succeed, it should 
be amicable and the partners should take each other into their confi- 
dence.” 

Partnership, within the marital state or the business world, implies 
respect and trust. The same holds for the interpersonal kind of partner- 
ship between the dentist and his patient. There are several areas where 
this mutual respect and trust may be expressed. 

First, there is the respect that one person must hold for another. Each 
personality is unique. There are no two alike in the world. They have 
different values, because from the moment of conception to the end of 
life they are subject to circumstances that are different from those ex- 
perienced by any other personality. Despite how close two people are 
in their interests and outlook on life, it is impossible for them to have 
exactly the same kind of experiences. This is another way of saying that 
no two human beings can have similar patterns of sensory stimulation. 
Over our sensory nerve tracts we develop one aspect of our life exper- 
ience. We respond to these stimulations by thought processes from our

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upper cerebral structures, by emotional reactions from our hypothala- 
mic levels, and by purposeful and reflex muscular actions. All these 
neuromuscular patterns combined constitute our total personality. 

If we are aware, therefore, that every human being is composed of a 
set of personality patterns different from any other person, we will have 
gone a long way in formulating an attitude of tolerance. When we 
' expect everyone to respond as we respond, to have the same values and 
interests that we have, we are heading down the road of frustration and 
disappointment. In dental practice we must recognize personalities that 
are totally different from our own and try to build satisfactory relation- 
ships that will lead to a mutually profitable partnership. 

Second, in the matter of respect, we must have concern for time. The 
dentist who makes so clearly known the value of his time must be pre- 
pared to respect the patient’s time. Poorly planned appointments, work- 
ing schedules that are too tight, can lead one place only: to a reception 
room filled with irritated patients long overdue for their scheduled 
appointments. High on the list of any group of complaints that people 
express toward dentists is the one that indicates the dentist is indifferent 
and inconsiderate of the patient’s time: “He keeps me waiting too long.” 

A third area in which respect between partners must be shown is in 
the matter of money. The partner in the dental experience who receives 
the service, the patient, and is responsible for the payment should be 
told by the partner who gives the service, the dentist, exactly what the 
cost will be. After full agreement the patient should perform his part of 
the bargain by prompt payment. Financial understanding and agree- 
ment is necessary in any kind of partnership, whether within the mar- 
riage bond, the business enterprise, or the dentist-patient relationship. 

Rather than think of dental practice as a stiff and legal contractual 
bond, it is more satisfying to think of two people coming together in an 
understanding partnership where each will respect and trust the other. 
Fortunately, these pleasant relationships are common in professional 
practice. From them we receive some of our most gratifying life 


experiences.

Protuberances 

Q.—Six months ago a woman patient 
of mine, aged about 64, had seven pro- 
tuberances removed on the lingual area 
of the mandible. Two of these were 
about twice the size of a pea. They were 
all removed at one sitting, an operation 
which took about two-and-a-half hours. 

Three months later I made her a full 
set of dentures. She wore them the first 
six months with good results. Then she 
began having trouble closing her jaws. 
She can hardly bring her teeth into oc- 
clusion. Now there is a burning sensa- 
tion all around her lower jaw. Please 
give me information as to the cause of 
this disturbance.—R.F.C., West Virginia. 

A.—I do not see how the suc- 
cessful removal of the tori could 
have anything to do with this 
woman’s present difficulty. 

It occurs to me that, even 
though you feel sure that the den- 
ture fit and vertical dimensions 
are correct, you should try opening 
the bite somewhat with a modeling 
compound rebase that she can 
wear for a few days as a test, cau- 
tioning her to keep it out of hot 
water.—-V. C. SMEDLEY. 


£xcess Saliva 


Q.—I have a patient, whose upper 
teeth have been extracted, who says he 
cannot wear a full denture because of 
excessive saliva caused by diabetes. I 
made him a plastic denture without 
teeth, which I planned to use tc take a 
closed-mouth impression, but he cannot 
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wear it. I am considering making him a 
metal cast horseshoe or roofless denture, 
using a metal alloy and plastic attach- 
ments. May I have your comments?— 


A.B., New York. 

A.—There is probably not much 
more that you can do for this man 
unless you can persuade him to 
wear his denture despite its being 
loose. A layer of moisture (prefer- 
ably saliva) is necessary between 
the denture and membrane of the 
mouth to provide retention. The 
principle is the same as two plate 
glass surfaces placed together dry 
or with water between. 

I have several patients who are 
wearing dentures in dry mouths 
even though they have no suction. 
In such a case we take particular 
pains to provide a balanced occlu- 
sion with teeth arranged so that 
occlusal forces are directed inward 
toward the center of the palate, 
and patient is instructed to direct 
pressure inward and have food di- 
vided on both sides while eating. 
The patient also must learn to 
keep his denture seated with tongue 
and cheek pressure. 

Coating such a denture with 
vaseline helps some. 

I doubt that the metal denture 
or roofless idea would help much. 

If the difficulty is an excess of 
saliva, the patient has to adapt him-

self to it and swallow frequently 
enough to keep the denture seated. 
—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


inflamed Membrane 

Q.—I examined a _ fourteen-year-old 
boy who appeared to have a tic over the 
left cuspid. Following roentgenograms 
of the teeth in that quadrant, I tested 
them with an electric pulp tester and 
with percussion, but with no result. A 
month later the boy had developed a 
lump over the left central incisor. When 
I opened the pulp canal, I found the 
apex acutely inflamed and sensitive to 
percussion. There was no cellulitis. 

I have treated the patient with for- 
mocresol, Dakin’s solution, penicillin, 
polyantibiotics, and pentids. Now the 
soft tissue has almost returned to nor- 
mal appearance, except for a small pro- 
tuberance, and the canal is dry. How- 
ever, the percussion sensitivity remains. 

I planned to open the tooth at the 
apex, clean it, and pack to fill the root 
canal, but Sterling Mead recommends 
no apioectomy when the tooth remains 
sensitive to percussion. Have you any 
suggestion as to how to overcome the 
inflammation in the membrane? I do 
not want to lose this tooth.—R.C.X., 
Montana. 

A.—It seems to me that you have 
treated your fourteen-year-old boy 
as wisely and skilfully as possible. 
With the dry canal it would seem 
you can safely fill it. The diagnos- 
tic point is so accurate at the ce- 
mental junction of the apex that 
you can depend upon it as a meas- 
ure for the silver or gutta percha 
point for the final filling. 

The roentgenograms do not 
show any destruction of the apical 
cementum, so with the canal thor- 
oughly cleansed, sterilized and

lied, the periapical pathologic 
condition will probably clear up. 

If the soft tissue over the apex 
becomes acutely inflamed follow- 
ing filling of the root canal, hot 
packs would be indicated. With 
this stimulation of the circulation 
in the young patient, the inflam- 
mation will probably clear up and 
ossification take place where the 
periapical bone has been destroyed. 
However, as a last resort you can 
lay back a flap and curette the per- 
iapical area and carefully smooth 
the root apex.

As an early leader in American dentistry, and as first Sec- 
retary of the American Society of Dental Surgeons, Soly- 
man Brown (born Nov. 17, 1790), was noted not only for 
his professional work—but also for his deep culture and 
refinement. He was a prolific writer, two of his best known 
poems being “Dentologia” and “Dental Hygeia.” For 65 
vears he contributed to the New York Mirror, as well as to 
William Cullen Bryant’s New York Evening Post. He also 
published “An Essay on American Poetry.”
